THE HORSE MALADY IN 
RALEIGH. 

It was currently reported on our 
streets yesterday, that a horse belonging 
to one of our citizens, has exhibited ail 
the symptoms of the disease now raging 
among the equine race in various sec- 
tions of the country. 

It is certain that the malady has 
reached Norfolk and Richmond, Vir- 
ginia, and is rapidly extending to every 
part of the country. 

It will be seen from our telegraphic 
dispatches that four thousand cases are 
reported in Baltimore, an i that a num- 
ber of city cars have been stopped. 

The disease, which is now popularly 
called the epipbipic to distinguish it 
from epidemic, made its first appear- 
ance in Montreal, Canada, about three 
weeks since, and a few days thereafter 
it reached that part of the United States, 
bordering on the Canadian soil. 

At Niagara Falls, it 1s said to have 
attacked almost every horse, and from 
that point it spread to Buffalo, Roches. 
ter, Albany and other places, reaching 
New York City. It has since extended 
to other States—moving rapidly in di- 
rection of the South. 

There seems to be no doabt that the 
malady will eventually sweep over the 
whole country, not sparing any State or 
section. 

The disease has not been very fatal, 
but a number of deaths have occurred 
in New York in cases where the animals 
were kept at work after they were at- 
tacked. 

The effects of this alarming malady 


on the commerce of the whole country 
is already being severely felt Business 


is impeded—trade is injured, and every 
interest of the nation ffected. 

As the disease will ulmost certainly 
visit North Carolina in a few days, if it 
is not already here, we copy from an 
exchange the following practical hints 
on the subject : 


The three essentials of treatment are 
rest, warmth and care. The horse 
should be excused from work, the in- 
stant any symptoms manifest them- 
selves, even if the load be left in the 
street. Thestables, which should at all 
times be clean and well ventilated, 
should be kept so more than ever now, 
and disinfectants—carbolic acid, bromo- 
chloralum, or sulphat: of iron—may be 
freely used. The patient should be 
carefully groomed, the nose and eyes 
frequently spouged and the legs, if 
cold, bandaged. The drink should 
have “the chill taken off it,” and the 
dict should be light and laxative —short 
feed or scalded bran, with limited quan- 
tities of hay. The only medicines in- 
dicated are saline laxatives, with per- 
haps alittle anodyne to relieve the 
cough, but on no account should any 
heroic treatment be tolerated. The 
nauseous doses, blood-letting and other 
depressing remedies still in favor with 
horse doctors will only aggravate the 
disease. The patient needs absolute 
rest, perfect cleanliness and careful nurs- 
ing; with these he will recover and 
probably be little the worse for the at- 
tack ; without these he will die.

drel (Saunders) a d—d good beating,“ 
which sentiment was loudly ioatantied 
and re-echoed by. the negroes about 
him. 

How long will our people continue to 
encourage, with their money, suen a 
grand scamp ? 

Fripay Nicut Last.—In response to 
a notice given iv the Southerner a large 
crowd of whites and blacks assembled 
in the Court House on last Friday night 
to hear Mr. W. U. Saunders, a colored 
speaker of Maryland, who is canvassing 
the State for Greeley and Brown. 

The room was crowded to its utmost 
capacity and both parties evinced much 
eagerness and anxiety to hear the utter- 
ances of this celebrated colored man. 

To say that tne whites and Liberals 
went away delighted would not begin 
to express one-half of the truth in com- 
parison with the feelings of chagrin and 
sullenness manifested by the white 
Radicals and their negro cohorts. 

As soon as the speaker commenced he 
was assailed by a thousand and one ri 
diculous questions and interruptions, 
which his good humor and admirable 
repartee enabled him to pass off with 
coutusion to che bold assailants. 

In fact, his treatment was simply dis 
graceful, and there is no doubt that he 
would have suffered some physical inju- 
ry but for the fact that a large number 
of whites were in attendance, whose 
numbers were sufficient to keep down 
the turbulent negroes, always so ready 
to attack a weak enemy.

cul harangue. His attempt was a fail- 
ure, as not more ‘than a dozen negroes 
attended.
